The 
Tiger smiled again. His hat was off, 
but only briefly. 
And so it was all up the avenue.

Gibson, tall, red. of face. and 
white ef hair, ran down the: steps 
and stooped to greet his visitor. Mrs.

A few hours later, when the small 
crowd had disappeared, the same 
figure came down the steps. After 
a short nap, a cup of coffee, and a 
brief Giscussion of hig plaas for his 
speaking tour about the country, he 
suddenly announced that he wished 


we waited very long sometimes 
and we looked around to sec if 
some help would not come, 
Help did come and it came 
ma ficently, EF must say, in the 
shape of the American soldier. 
I can speak of it as having seen 
it on the flelds,-and I have seen 
it, too, on the farm. Very often 
I‘met at the peasants’ homes a 
big, huge American with two 
children on hig Knees, telling 
stories to them and trying to 
understand the questions that 
the old men and women should 
ask about America.

All the Ameri- 
can motors in the old city full of 
French women and children and 
flowers.

The Best and the Worst. 

“And I saw the crowd cry, 
and, laughing and crying, I 
think I saw once in a while an 
American soldier get a kf&s from 
some woman. It was the\ next 
day after the battle took place, 
when all of the city had been 
emptied by the Americans. It 
was a joy not to be forgotten. 

“IT saw sometimes the worst. (¢ 
I have seen Americans in the 
mud of the trenches for days 
and days without being relieved, 
and looking very sorry, but the 
moment I came and brought 
them the crosses of war they 
had so magnificently gained, 
they were all smiles. We shook 
hands and we spoke of the old 
place. America was the old 
place. They did not cry and I 
could see the twinkle in thelr 
eves. Of course, they knew I 
was theirs, and they knew they 
were mine. One day in the 
highway I met a troop of sol- 
diers going home and they made 
me feel sad when they spoke of 
the old country. ‘

to America some day?’ TI said:

Most interest, aside 
from claims and counterclaims as to 
the final fate of the bill, centered in 
amendments which might get 
through under a broad rule opening 
it for any changes the House might 
see fit to make. 

Tax Proposal. 

Some Republican leaders expressed 
a belief that a proposal to revive the 
excess profits tax as the means of 
providing a subsidy for ships would 
not stand up. They insisted it would 
be thrown out on a point of order as 
not germane., Regardless of this 
view, members eager to get the old 
law re-enacted declared the question 
would be put to a test. 

Under the bill as drawn, the sub- 
sidy would be provided out of a re- 
volving fund obtained chiefly from a 
10 per cent take-off from all rev- 
enue receipts. This,-acocrding to es- 
timates, would reach about $35,000,- 
000 or $40,000,000 a year. At the 
time of its repeal the excess profits 
tax brought in more than $400,000,- 
000.

hardly have been averted. But it 
might have been shortened by a cou- 
pie of years, and it*m{ight have been 
conducted and ended in a way that 
would have ben incalculably better 
for all the nations concerned, if it 
had not been for two hysferical 
homicides. 

Jean Juares, was 
standing Soclialist 
France, perhaps in all Europe. 
He was not the leader of a 
faction. It was under him that the 
various warring factions had been 
amalgamated into a single party 
which was fast becoming a power in 
the Chamber of Deputites. He was 
not onlwa great scholar, but a fiery 
orator. More than that, he was the 
one great organizer among the 
French Socialists, and he was at 
work every minute of the time For 
40 years, M. Longuet recalled, two 
points of view were constantly at 
war in France, and all the parties 
were more. or l.ss affectel by them. 
These two viewpoin‘s were best per- 
sonified by Juares and Clemenceau. 


Longuet’s Analysis of Clemenceau. 


Clemenceau, according to this 
analysis, lived mainly to fan the 
spirit of revenge for the national 
humiliation of 1871. Hatred of 
Germany was his meat and drink, 
the recovery of Alsace; Lorraine his 
inspiration. Jyares wan prompted 
| by the vision of world unity. He 
| combated militarism and strove with 
all his might to undermine the idea 
of national revenge. He could not 
erase the hatreds which existed, 


the out- 
figure in 


even among some of his followers. 
Those hatreds were too deep to be 
forgotten in a generation. 


But he 
could and did enroll a consequential 
minority of the French people under 
the banner of Paibcaene tee, © 
When the war clouds were gather- 
ing, M. Longuet said, the masses of 
the French people, especially. the 
peasantry, were hesitating between 
these two impulses. It would take 
an almost supernormal leader, to be 
sure, to rally them under the ban- 


ner of internationalism at such a 
crisis. But Juares was just that. He 
was the only leader who could con- 
celvably have met the _ situation. 
When he was assassinated by a fa- 
natic the new jdea which had fas- 
cinated so many Frenchmen was left 
inarticular. No single death, {[n_ all 
history, says Ni. Longuet, ever meant 
quite so much to the world. Lincoln 
was assassinated after he had 
brought America through its crisis. 
Juares was assassinated at the mo- 
ment his life work was about to be 
qonsummated. 

But internationalism in France, 
M. Longuet assured, was not con- 
fined to the Socialist movement. 
One of the most able leaders among 
che bourgeoise parties was rougnly 
conscious of the limitations of a too 
narrow nationalism. That was M. 
Caillaux. His ability was unques- 
tioned. Bven those who bitterly dis- 
agreed with him recognized his 
genius, especially in the realm of 
public finance. Then, while he was 
serving his country most brilliantly 
in this capacity, his wife became en- 
raged beyond control and made a 
series of personal attacks upon her 
husband's character. Personalities 
in politics are the usual rule in 
France and the Paris Figaro had at- 
tacked Caillaux unmercifully. It 
eventually announced that it /was 
to print a séries of letters from 4 
woman, involving M. Caillaux and 
aimed to déstr his “reputation. 
Mme. Caillaux, in desperation, shot 
and killed the editor of Figaro. 
While she was eventually acquitted, 
this last act of hers , ejiminated 
Caillaux from public life. He re- 
signed his portfolio and went into 
retirement—just at the time when 
France was in the balance, hesitat- 
ing between the old patriotism and 
the new idea of world unity. 

- Old Impulses Quickly Inflamed. 

“With Calillaux in retirement and 
Juares dead,” said M. Longuet, ‘‘it 
was only necessary to set up the i 
of ‘Alsace-Lorraine’ and the old’ na- 
tionalistic impulses were . every: 
where inflamed. Patriotism and re- 


venge swept the country like.-a 
fever. The Socialists were by no 
means immune from it and many of 
their leaders were soon ottdolhge 
the bourgeoise in nationalistic fury. 
Those who still retained their héaa@s 
could not be heard against those 
who were now reveling in pure @ a 
tion. It was only natural t 

France should recall to jeadeantle 
the statesman whose whole caréer 
had been baséd upon these  con- 
cepts of patriotism. Clemenceau 
did not stand for reason; he stood 
for hatred; and now that the w oria 
had given itself over to hate, he wes 
the most natural leader. * 

“Caillaux, it wilKX be remembered, 
was soon charged with treason and 
next with having entered into com- 
munication with the enemy; fije 
charges failed, but Calllaux was kept 
In prison for 18 months. When. the 
eventual ‘peace conference’ that, tow, 
was dominated not at all by -the 
spirit of peace, but by the veuioen 
of Georges Clemenceau. 

“But Clemenceau has had his in- 
nings. Neither he nor Poincare now 
represent France.’, For France, 
which sincerely wants peace, cannot 
be conducted on the principle of ham. 
Unfortunately, America is in no po&- 
tion to understand this. The only 
news from France which has ugually 
appeared in America is the attitude 
and the actions of the Government 
leaders. And when French oppesi- 
tions are quoted the quotation» are. 
usually from Le Matin, Temps an4 
Figaro, with nothing from “or 
French journals in Paris a {sn 
more a@curately refiect Fre - 
timent. 

“It was with a feeling of great 
gratitude, I assure you, that we r-- 
cently learned in France that M. 
Caillaux had become’¢ correspondént 
of the New York World. We Social- 
ists, of course, take issues with Caj!- 
laux in many matters of interwa! 
policy. But we are glad with thon- 
sands of others that something ‘his 
been done te let America know that 
France today is not a nation. hope- 
lessty insane with militarism.”

T SEEMS that one may, with propriety, voice 
a warning which is augeested by the prevalence 
to an wnusual degree of awcertain malady in 
this commuatty. 

Gur ewn Ozark region, on the edge of which 
we live, also our river valleys of Misseuri, like 
the Great Lakes goiter basin, merit more than 

Ppassinc mention among the. other similarly affected 
areas which ere scattered all over the -giebe, most of 
them being high pigteaus or mouataineus districts. 

‘The prevalence of the malady is apparent when one 
remembers that the.authorities found -gotters in more 
than ene-fourth of ‘the young echeol giris of Akron, 
O., not so far-eway, in whom nothing -had ‘been done 
to prevent ft. It has been stated that 90 .per ment of 
the street degs in Cleveland have goiters, which re- 
minds os #n go upeertain way that mot only the hu- 
man inhabitants but practically al! the lower animals 
as well are affected in a goitrous district. 

The nearer we approach Erie, 20 matter from 
what direction, the more “the @isease ifs 
encountered, until, as Adam! feund, there is at Jeast 
one goiter in practically every family im certain of 
the towns on the gorth shere of the lake. 

Possibly, then, it may mot’ be devoid of interest for 
us to discuss somewhat at Jength the sormal purposes 
of the thyroid gland, as well ae the conditions ander 
which it increases its size till called a goiter. 

This Uttie gland, consisting of two tiny, Tlattened 
lobes, just below the Adam's apple, at either side of 
the windpipe, presides over mutritien, growth, the 
distribution of the bloed and certain functions of the 
nervous @ystem. It 4s wholly indiepensabdie, is aost 
important 4n earliest life, ut gradually loses its value 
as the vital fires begin to smoider, and wesiowty cool 
down toward the natural end of fife. 

Our vivacity, personal magnetism and joy of living 
are all proportionate to the amonnt and activity of our 
thyroid glands. 

We must met regard every transient enlargement of 
it as a mark of disease, since there are periods of 
stress, like these of puberty, pregnancy, the meno- 
pause. etc,, when mature makes extra secretory de- 
mand. on this little structure, thns mecessitating a. 
tempors-y enlargement of it dn order-that fts func- 
tion my be properly performed. 

Goiter, by which we mean the noticeabic enlarge- 
ment of this gland (well beyend the ‘physiologic 
lim!t). was well known 3000 years ago, and mo doubt 
had existed from the earliest times. It may be rough- 
ly divided into two kinds: First, the simple goiter, 
which may become a menace, because it exerts undue 
pressure upon the delicate and important structures 
of the neck, or renders the individua!l ‘conspicuous and 
unhappy on account of dts appearance alone. 

The second form of goiter‘is the so-called texic ¥a- 
riety. The manifestations ‘here are mot confined to 
the neck alone, but concern the heart, the nervous 
system, the eyes in many instances are seen to bulge, 
and at times damage is done to almost all of the 
important organs. 

We may, then, in this connection, ask ourselves 
what the real dangers of goiter are, and refiect in the 
light of our experience, that any simple goiter may 
attain such proportions as to exert mndue pressure on 
surrounding structures, or, indeed, may in the course 
of years develop the symptoms of the toxic, systemic 
variety. “This latter assertion is proven by the fact 
that many of our seriously sick goiter patients give 
a history of the tumor having leng antedated the gen- 
eral symptoms for the relief of arhich the patients 
come to us. 

In studying the cause of goiter fet as concern our- 
selves with the endemic variety, which constitutes -a 
distinct menace to the well being of the people of this 
State. The word endemic means epidemic within geo- 
etaphic ‘mits. It would seem, when all the evidence 
is weighed, that an iodine deficiency, contagion or 
polluted drinking water, one or more of them in 
combination, go very far toward explaining endemic

Here is a 
temptation for your art lover “Perhaps it is real,” 
he tells himself. “Even this expert is not sure. I can 
tell my friends where I bought it, what its catalogue 
value ie-—and if it is genuine it is a find'” MHeving 
bought it, will this collector ever admit it is a fake” 
He will not. His own collection may be solid some 
day. 

Naturally. there are unscrupulous dealers who de- 
liberately force fakes on their clients in just this way. 
Such a case came up recentiy. The wife of a banker 
had bought two pictures attributed to La Tour for 250 
francs. She found_out later that the dealer bad paid 
just 32° francs for them. What did she do” What would 
you have done” This woman did nothing. Some time 
in the future she cah prove that she peid a certain 
dealer 29 francs for them, and the dealer will not 
deny it, nor will he reveal the secret of their origin. 
Perhaps some American millionaire of the future will 
proudly display those two pictures to his friends and 
mention quietly the fabulous price he paid for them. 

There are dealers who have built up great fortumes 
by playing upon this wearness of human nature.

Radio enthusiasts may be interested in the way this 


set ts used. The car is drawn up near, bet not too 
near. to a large tree. Then Timberlake takes a 100- 
foot lenetr of rove. with an omazge orange fastened to 
one end of it. The orange is cast over a limb of the 
tree and the rope provides a means by which the 
antenna is placed in position An osace orange is 
used instead of a roek or a piere of metal because ex- 
perience has shown that the orange ig lese apt to catch 
or become entanzied in the twigs of the tree 

When the two ends of the rope are dangling from 
the desired limb. Timberlake fastens one end of his 
1™-foot copper wire to the cer using a shorf length 
of rope.-then wal*« back 1) feet and fastens the 
other end of the wire to the free end of the dangling 
rope Py hauling down on the rope end to which 
the osace oranve is attached. he stretches his _gntenna 
wire, leaving abour three feet of rove between the wire

“double” for the role. Finally Robert Edeson war 
chosen from among several hundred possfb!lities 

For days he sat tn the Universal City protection 
room looking at the scenes in which Christians had 
appeared. Finally, when he bad studied a!) of his prede- 
cessor s manneriems, his carriaze and his wal, mnt! 
he could imitate them perfectly, he was civen Chris- 
tians’ wig and photographed in the remaining seenes. 
When the film had been devreloned and printed, ft was 
discovered that the wiz had photegra»hed much 
lighter on Edeson than on Christians, despite fhe fact 
that the same powder had been sprinied on it br 
both players. After inquiry tt was found that Chris- 
tians had always made a point of brush'nge most of 
the powder off the wig——-Edeson. not having been told 
of this, had neglected to do so. with disastrous results; 
the scemes had to be remade 


Occasionally, more than financtal loss ie enconn- 
tered: frequently physical welfare is jeovardized by 
some perversity of fate, apparently scheming to add to 
the director’s cup of woe. An tmportant sequence of 
“The Silver Horde” bad to be fftmed on the water- 
front of one of the West Coast seaports. The artion 
called for a coastwise steamer to be loaded with cerzo 
prior to its departere from Alaska The day on 
which the scenes were to be photographed ushered in 
a sudden strike om the part of loca! stevredores and 
longshoremen. The cameramen had barely commenced 
turning their cranks when the entire company was 
interrupted by a volle~ of stones and bricks, punrctn- 
ated by cries of “Seab’” 

Armed wtth six-ehooters, 2 mo> of striking docrk- 
men stormed the wharf and ordered the company off 
the premises, threatening to Kill the first man who 
tried to put any more careo aboard the steamer. The 
director attempted to explain the situation, showing 
the strikers his battery of thotion picture cameras, 
but without success. The strikers suspected the cam- 
eras were merely “props” being used as a blind to 
permit of the ship being loaded. and started to throw 
the cameras into the water, with every tatention of 
hurling the actors in aleo. The timely arrival of 
the hastfiy summoned police reserves came as 2 wel- 
come relief to the harassed director and production 
continued after a delay of several hours. The rest of 
the scenes were “shot” under the protection of a cor- 
don of 15 policemen. 


In filming Jack London's “Tales of the Fish Patrol”
